The 2 schools for Roman Catholic boys are situated at Philips- 
town, in King’s County, and Gleucree, County’ Wicklow, and 
had under detention respectively at the end of the year 268 and 
193. 

The school for Protestant boys, which is situated at Belfast, 
had under detention 81. 

The schools for Roman Catholic girls are situated at Dublin, 
Limerick, and Monaghan, and had under detention respeetively 
32, 25. and 6.

During the past year 172 were committed to Reformatories. 
This is an increase of 53 on the number of the previous year. 
One way of accounting for this increase is that magistrates, who 
have the discretionary power of sending to an Industrial School 
children under 12 years of age, brought before them charged with 
a first offence, are constrained in some instances to send them to a, 
Reformatory, when the local contributing body refuses to pay 
for them in the Industrial School. 

Twenty children under 12 years of age were sent to Reforma- 
tory Schools after a term of imprisonment, and 3 were discharged 
from schools because they had been committed without the 
previous term of imprisonment. These cases forcibly and pain- 
fully illustrate the difference in the law in relation to com- 
mittals to Reformatory Schools in Great Britain and Ireland, for 
■whereas it is illegal to send a child under 12 years of age, not 
having been previously convicted, to a Reformatory in England 
and Scotland, such children are not only committed to Refor- 
matories in Ireland, but, if so committed, must undergo a 
preliminary term of imprisonment. This is an anomaly that 
should be rectified. 

The conduct of the inmates has been satisfactory, and discipline 
lias been well observed, which is due, no doubt, to the kindly 
influence and treatment of those placed in authority over 
them. 

Their health has been good , and the standard of excellence in 
the literary and industrial training well maintained. 

The question of the relationship between Reformatory and In- 
dustrial Schools is one for serious consideration. The sharp line 
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of demarcation that divides them has on the one side of it, as 
matters stand at present, a class stamped with criminality; on the 
other, the more favoured class of potential delinquents. ’This is 
to a great degree an arbitrary distinction, for there are bad and 
good on both sides. 

Magistrates have the power to commit to Industrial Schools a 
certain class of young offenders, and, although this privilege has 
been freely availed of, many cases of this class are still sent to 
Reformatories— some through the capriciousness of committing 
justices, others owing to the objection on the part of some local 
bodies to contribute towards their maintenance in Industrial 
Schools, and others again because managers of Industrial Schools 
are unwilling to receive them. 

It occurs to me that these and other objectionable features might 
be remedied, if a system of classification of schools could be 
devised, by means of which an interchange of inmates, consequent 
on their conduct after committal, might he effected. On 
the. one hand, the fear of being passed on to what might be 
called the correctional schools, would serve as an incentive to 
good conduct in the ordinary Industrial Schools. On the other, 
the well-conducted of those who, in the first instance, were 
sent to the correctional school might be allowed to filter down 
to the purer environments of an ordinary Industrial School. 
In this way a chance might be given to them of obliterating the 
social soar caused by a committal, in many caEes brought 
about more by misfortune than fault.

No new schools were established during the year. 

Increases to certificates were granted of 40 to St. Dominick’s, 
Waterford; 50 to Abbeyville, Belfast; 36 to Hampton House, 
Belfast; 40 to St. Finbar's, Cork; and 20 to Limerick Male In- 
dustrial School. Fox Lodge Industrial School for Protestant 
boys has been closed and the inmates transferred to the new 
school at Balmoral, very much to the advantage of all concerned. 

1,410 cases were admitted during the year, which shows an in- 
crease of 32 over the number admitted the previous year. This 
is owing to the increase on the certificates granted as above.

Parental Contribution. 

The amount received from this source was £902 3s., as com- 
pared with £842 13s. 9 d. in 1890, showing an increase of 
£59 9s. 3d. over the contribution of the previous year. £298 9s. 
was received as contribution for 605, Reformatory cases. £603 14*. 
for 8,783 Industrial School cases. 

The state of the law on the question of parental contribution 
for Industrial School cases is most unsatisfactory. An order ruay 
be issued to recover, but there ia no power to enforce it, 
except by distraint, which is rarely, if ever, put in force. In 
Reformatory cases the parent can be imprisoned in default of 
payment. 

This anomaly is well shown in the case of a man who had 
one child in a Reformatory, another in an Industrial School; he 
paid the Reformatory money without hesitation, but simply 
laughed at the collector when he went with the Industrial School 
warrant, - 
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In the words of the Royal Commission of 1882, “ The adoption 
of a simple and summary process of recovering payment, with 
the alternative of prompt imprisonment ” is the only means by 
which parents will be got to recognise their responsibility, and 
will be some check on those who wish to get rid of their 
obligation to maintain and educate their children. 

Considering the difficulty experienced in collecting parental 
contributions, the amount received under this head during 
the past year is very creditable to the energy and discretion of 
the collectors.

General Remarks on Industrial Schools. 

From the date of my appointment to the office of Inspector 
of Industrial Schools in April, 18517, till the close of the same year, 
I visited every school in Ireland, with a few exceptions, and my 
visits were in all cases surprise visits. By this means I was 
enabled to see more clearly the normal every-day work of the 
inmates. At each school I endeavoured to gain as much infor- 
mation by observation and inquiry as time and circumstances 
permitted, and, although with a larger experience, my opinions 
on many of the points considered may become modified, I now 
submit for your information some of my views on the system 
generally, its advantages and shortcomings, as well as sugges- 
tions as to what I consider would be an improvement in it. 

In considering the general question of the relation of 
neglected children to Industrial Schools I have divided it into 
three stagxs — I., the committal stage ; II., the period of school 
life ; III , the stage of disposal. 

Concerning the first, there are varying and conflicting opinions, 
but it is, I think, admitted on all sides that the Act is abused in 
this particular, and that children who are rather destitute than 
criminal are admitted to the schools, while the waifs and poten- 
tial criminals, mainly intended to be benefited by the Act, are 
allowed to remain at large. 

There is, I find, much misconception on the part of the public, 
of some managers of schools, and even of some magistrates, as 
to the scope of the Industrial Schools Act, and as a result of 
their loose interpretation of it a large number of children, who 
were never intended to be included under its provisions, are to 
be found at present inmates of these institutions.

This abuse of fclie Act in the way of improper committals is 
very apparent from the evidence of impartial witnesses who 
were examined before the Royal Commission of 1882, as well 
as by an examination of the return of committals for any one 
year, where may he seen at a glance the marked disproportion 
between the number committed under the “ found begging and 
receiving alms ” clause, and all the other provisions of Section 
XI. taken together. 

In 1897 1,410 children were committed to Industrial Schools 
in Ireland. Of this number 924 were under the “ found begging 
and receiving alms ” clause. There is no doubt that in a large 
number of these cases the begging is fictitious, that is, the 
children are sent out to beg in order to qualify them technically 
for admission to the schools. 

The intention of the framers of the Industrial Schools Act was 
to make provision for children whose circumstances were such 
that, if not removed from them, they would be likely to drift 
into criminal courses. It was not meant to relieve destitution, 
for which the poor law' is supposed to provide. 

The very large number of children admitted to Industrial 
Schools in Ireland, and the distinctly non-criminal character of 
the great majority of the inmates, point to the fact that 
destitution alone was the real motive for their admission. 

In 1890 there were under detention in the Industrial Schools 
in Great Britain 14,249 boys and 4,548 girls. In the Irish 
Schools during the same year 3,460 hoys and 4,290 girls. From 
this return it appears that the number of girls committed to 
Industrial Schools in Ireland is nearly equal to that of Great 
Britain, and no one can say that our Irish girls are more 
criminally disposed than their English or Scottish sisters. 

The causes that give rise to this disproportion in the number 
of cases committed in the two countries are not far to seek ; they 
are, I believe, due to the poverty of this country, the deep-rooted 
antipathy of the. decent Irish poor to enter a workhouse, and the 
absence of compulsory primary education. To assist in remedy- 
ing this state of things is a matter for philanthropists and legis- 
lators. The question of commitment is one entirely for 
magistrates, who use their discretion in carrying out the pro- 
visions of the Act, and only calls for my interference where, after 
a child is admitted to the school, I find there is a technical 
irregularity, or where I have reason to know that by a mis- 
representation of facts a committal was fraudulently obtained. 
1 have brought cases of the latter character under your notice, 
which you promptly discharged from the schools. 

What concerns me most in the way of committals is the 
question of how to secure for our schools the class of children for 
whom the Act was mainly intended — the youthful waifs and 
strays of society, the associates of thieves and other depraved 
characters, the hordes of little children in our large cities and 
towns who pass their day in the streets begging, or selling 
matches or newspapers, ostensibly as. a means of livelihood, hut 
really as an aid to picking pockets — the children of vagrants and 
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incorrigibly bad parents — in fact, all those whose demoralising 
environment and training are likely to drive them into vicious 
courses, and who in a few years will develop into union or gaol- 
birds, corner boys, and accomplished criminals. A change will 
have to be made in the order of procedure, so as to secure the 
committal of siich children. 

While anyone may bring a child, under the provisions of the 
Act, before a magistrate, as a matter of fact the work has been 
hitherto confined to hut very few. In some places paid agents 
do the work ; in Dublin it is done by a few kind charitable ladies 
and clergymen, but very rarely by the police. 

lhe only bodies, that can assist with efficiency in securing the 
committal of the proper class of children to Industrial Schools, are 
the Constabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan Police. They 
know the criminal classes, and possess the best means of dealing 
with them. They are the guardians of our lives and property, 
aod their duty is to protect us from the criminally disposed. 
This is a high and a useful function, but, I hold, a higher and more 
useful one than the detection of crime is the prevention of it, by 
which a doubly meritorious act is accomplished, that of saving the 
potential criminal as well as the community. The act of a 
stalwart police constable leading a child to an Industrial School 
presents a picture that redounds quite as much to his credit for 
manliness and humanity, as one showing him marching to gaol a 
few years later with the same lad a handcuffed felon. 

From the well known kindheartedness towards, and sympathy 
with, children on the part of the members of both forces 1 may 
confidently rely on getting their -willing and active co-operation 
when called on. 

I find managers indisposed to receive children of the class 
mentioned, They have the power to refuse, hut I hope to be 
able to send to institutions at a distance those children whose 
home surroundings are very objectionable, and the visits of 
whose friends would be detrimental to both the child and the 
interests of the school. 

I have had interviews with the City Magistrates, who are quite 
in sympathy with this movement, and who are pleased to think 
that a more suitable class will bo brought before them than has 
hitherto been the case. I found them most anxious to consider 
(he comfort and convenience of the children and their friends. 
They have appointed two special days for the hearing of 
Industrial School cases — Wednesdays at 2 o’clock, and Saturdays 
at 1 o’clock. 

At the. beginning of each month I hope to be able to supply 
magistrates in the large towns, where the majority of the children 
come from, with tables giving the names of the schools, tho 
number of vacancies in each, and other information that will 
assist them in meeting the difficulty hitherto experience! by 
them and the police in finding a vacancy in a school for a child 
about to be committed. 

This brings me to the consideration of a question that seriously 
affects the committal of children from the city of Dublin, 
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hampers the action of the magistrates, and frustrates to a large 
degree the intention and the operation of the Act of Parliament. 

Dublin city has an one viable reputation for the large number 
of its criminal population, as shown in the criminal and judicial 
statistics relating to Ireland, heuce we may infer that the criminal 
and potentially criminal among the young must form a large 
class. About one- third of the children that are committed to 
Industrial Schools in Ireland, come from Dublin, which contri- 
butes about £.11,500 a year towards their maintenance. If only 
suitable cases were sent to the schools, the city would he well re- 
compensed for this large outlay. But such is not the case ; 
according to a standing order of the Corporation, destitution is 
the one qualification entitling a child to a contribution towards 
its support, and it is not denied that the prime consideration in 
making the order is the saving of the rates ; for a certificate is 
granted only when it is thought likely that a child, if not sent to 
an Industrial School, will become a burden on the ratepayers. 

The managers of schools refuse to take a child except under 
very rare and exceptional circumstances unless the Corporation 
guarantees payment for it during its term of detention. 

The genuine waifs and strays — the potentially criminal — are 
overlooked : the police do not bring them forward, for they have 
not got instructions to do so, hut when occasionally they bring 
up a young delinquent who has not got the Corporation passport 
to an Industrial School, the magistrate, if he convicts the child, 
has no alternative hut to send him to a Reformatory, where Ire 
has impressed on him the stamp of criminality for the rest of his 
life. 

If it were not for the painful consideration of the sad fate of 
these children who are allowed to grow up in their criminal ways, 
the Corporation, in their desire to save the ratepayers’ money, 
have strong justification, I believe, for the course they are taking 
in regard to this question, hut appealing to them as a humane 
and intelligent body, I would hope they will agree to contribute 
towards the maintenance of all. children brought before the 
magistrates by the police, this fact being conclusive evidence of 
the genuineness of the cases and their suitability for committal. 
It will be shortsighted policy if, from economic considerations, 
they do not agree to this. 

On viewing the whole question of procedure in committals 
to Industrial Schools in Ireland, I am of opinion, that, owing to 
peculiar attending circumstances, there must still be, as there 
always has been, great diffi ulty in discriminating the cases 
coming within the spirit of the Industrial Schools Act. Ireland 
is a poor country, and for want of manufactures, the women and 
children ol the poor in the large centres (except Belfast) are un- 
employed. Where poverty exists, and the means of earning are 
wanting, and where these conditions are accentuated by ignorance 
still painfully evident, crime and predisposition to crime must 
necessarily be present. 

I have no doubt this consideration influences magistrates when 
exercising their discretionary power's in regard to such eases, for 
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they know that in many instances, outside the workhouse there 
is no other means of providing for these children, while at the 
same time they are aware of the debasing, demoralising atmosphere 
of the place, and the rooted antipathy, almost- to starvation point, 
oi the decent poor to go there. 

The circumstances attending the class that provides cases for 
Industrial Schools are widely different in Great Britain as 
compared with Ireland. In England and Scotland the earnings 
are good, there is no want in the home, and education is com- 
pulsory, so that the child gets every opportunity to begin life in 
a hopeful and respectable way, and only the criminal, and potenti- 
ally ciiminal, are left for disposal in Reformatories and Industrial 
Schools. 

I feel satisfied that the question of commitment to Industrial 
Schools in Ireland will never be placed on a satisfactory basis 
till the Elementary Education Act is enforced, and the Day 
Industrial School, which is its complement, established. 

This would divert to a large extent the stream of unsuitable 
cases that pass into the Industrial Schools at the present time, 
and the residuum, constituted of the neglected children, could be 
disposed of in Reformatories, Industrial Schools, and workhouses, 
as criminals, potential criminals, and destitute children. 

Neglected children in the sense of destitute children are so in 
many cases not through their own or parents’ fault, as much as 
their misfortune, and the outlook in life for those children on 
entering the workhouse door is a sad one. Their character 
slowly but surely degenerates owing to the contaminating 
influences and unhealthy moral atmosphere surrounding them, 
and many pass into that degraded class of mischievous parasites, 
that prey on the social body and are objects of reproach to our 
enlightened and philanthropic age. 

There is no doubt, at least in Ireland, of the demoralising - 
effect a workhouse has on children, and this, as well as how best 
to rescue them from its influence, has for a longtime engaged 
the anxious consideration of humane and philanthropic men and 
women. 

When considering the general subject of neglected children it 
occurred to me that the question might he seriously entertained of 
saving the workhouse child by transforming him into an Industrial 
School child, the process to be accomplished subject to certain 
conditions satisfactory alike to the general and local taxpayer. 

Following the establishment of compulsory education and Day 
Industrial Schools the residue of the neglected class not benefited 
by these Acts will be presumably fit subjects for Workhouses or 
Industrial Schools. To treat these two elements constituting that 
class under one system, and that the Industrial School system, 
appears to me as likely to be conducive to the best interests of 
the children as well as the community. The Government as 
heretofore would contribute towards the maintenance of those 
proved to be actually or potentially criminal, the rate payers 
would provide for the rest. 


» 
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At the present time the principle is admitted in effect on both 
sides, for the Government allows voluntaries, and children in 
excess of the Government grant, to be brought up in Industrial 
Schools ; while some poor law authorities, as in the case of the 
Trim and Gliu Auxiliary Schools, are making a laudable hut 
costly effort in the interests of workhouse children to imitate 
the Industrial School system. 

On both sides it is only a weak effort to bring about what can 
only be efficiently and satisfactorily done by a bold, comprehensive 
scheme, under which all the neglected children throughout the 
country might be cared for. 

This subject is a fitting one to engage the serious consideration 
of our new County Councils. 

Should the Pauper Children (Ireland) Bill, which is a repro- 
duction of clauses 23, 25, 26, and 27 of the Poor Relief (Ireland) 
Bill introduced by you last year, become law, it will go a long 
way to meet the necessities of the case.* 

The question of the prevention and treatment of crime at its 
source is one that is forcing itself to the front and must he dealt 
with sooner or later ; and the sooner, the better. We may admit 
that the most appropriate and successful remedies are to be found 
in a good literaiy, moral, and Industrial training, and where these 
are not or cannot be supplied under home influence and parental 
control, the next best place in which to administer them will be 
found in the Industrial School. 

The changes in the law and the working out of the details of 
the system will involve considerable labour and trouble, but will 
well repay both from an economic and social standpoint all 
concerned in the reformation of a class that has always been a 
trouble to the State, and a costly and dangerous element in 
society. 

In his report on Industrial Schools for 1875, Sir John Lentaigne 
expressed himself on this question as follows : — 

“ In my report for 1871 1 referred to the fact that the unions in 
Ireland are from various causes quite unable to develop trades indus- 
tries in workhouses, and that from this cause hundreds of children are 
condemned without any fault of their own to sink, on the very thres- 
hold of independent life, through want of technical instruction, into the 
pauper and unproductive classes. This more especially applies to girls. 
As a guardian of the poor since the passing of the Poor Relief Act in 
1838, and during my official connection with prisons, I have had tire 
most absolute means of judging the extent of the misery and crime 
which is produced amongst the. youth of both sexes when they enter 
upon life without the knowledge that is necessary to enable them to 
support themselves by industry. In that report I expressed my con- 
viction that the powers which guardians of the poor possess by law to 
send the deaf, dumb, and blind to institutions for instruction, might 
with advantage be extended to guardians to place intelligent children 
belonging to their unions, when of an age to receive technical instruc- 
tion, in Industrial Schools. There they would bo taught industries by 
which they would earn a livelihood, and be permanently removed from 
the pauper class. 

* The Pnuper Children (Ireland - ) Art wap pasped on 2nd August., 1898. 
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“ This arrangement is the more necessary, as poverty amongst the 
children of the friendless poor is, in most instances, the root from 
which our ordinary social evils spring. The death of a father amongst 
the working classes usually withers the hopes of his childre n A 
healthy man or woman may battle with want, but want has always the 
mastery of the poor child. The widowed mother may work, she may 
earn a few shillings a week, she may keep herself and her children 
from death’s door, but probably at the sacrifice of the children who, ill 
clad and ill reared on starvation fare, become permanently decrepit and 
scrofulous. They may have attended the neighbouring National School, 
and through the teaching they received in it have had their intellects 
developed, but they learned there no trade or art by which they could 
become self-supporting. It has been an id that out-door relief would 
supplement the earnings of the widowed mother, and enable her to 
maintain her family properly, but such form of relief can never insure 
the instruction of the children in appropriate industrial pursuits. 
Had the Poor Law Guardians the power, with the approval of the 
Local Government Board, to send pauper children to learn trades in 
Industrial Schools, I believe the difficulty would be solved, and the 
wise supervision of the Local Government Board would prevent abuses. 

“ In the case of the destitute pauper orphan, driven to the workhouse 
without friends or relatives to advise or help him or her, the case is worse. 

“In a well-managed Industrial School the child would have much 
to learn and much to observe ; he would he taught to love labour, and 
to be earnest at the trade in which lie is instructed. He would soon 
become self-reliant, and take his place amongst the self-supporting 
classes of the community. 

“ Should the sending of all healthy pauper children, under proper 
restrictions, to Industrial Schools, be sanctioned by the legislature, the 
imbecile, the epileptic, and children incurably diseased, or unfitted 
through any cause for labour, would still find a home in the workhouse 
or in an asylum for idiots, such as has been so successfully worked by 
Guggenbiihl in Switzerland, or in that founded under the patronage of 
the late Prince Consort at Earlswood, near Heigate, in Surrey, or by 
other such philanthropists elsewhere. Children so afflicted have nor. 
capacity under ordinary circumstances to become self-supporting; they 
need the medical treatment and special training of such asylums. But 
the clever and intelligent pauper boy or girl should not be debarred by 
poverty from having the abilities which lie may possess for industrial 
training developed, and should be instructed so as to make the best use 
of the intellect which has been bestowed on him or her by nature.” 

II. — Period of School Life. 

When visiting a school I inquired, as far as time and circum- 
stances permitted, into the amount of care bestowed on the 
physical, moral, intellectual, and industrial training of the 

children. . 

Under the first head I examined into the character ol tho 
building, the appearance and health of the children, tlieii clothing, 
food, sleeping and day rooms, the nature of their ludusti lal 
occupations, and the conditions under which they were carried on, 
their playgrounds, amusements, and physical exercise. 

Haying made myself acquainted with the character and 
qualifications of the manager and teachers, I was able to judge 
pretty accurately the character and condition of the children. 
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They reflected the weaknesses, as well as the good qualities, of 
their superiors, for they are so isolated from the varying and 
distracting influences of outside life that the stamp of the teacher 
for good or ill sinks all the more deeply into their character, and 
hence the vital necessity for having good heads placed over them. 

I found the school buildings throughout the country of a 
superior character, although many of them partook too much of 
the style of public institutions. In such large buildings, aecom- 
. modating great numbers, children are apt to lose their identity, 
and cannot receive that homely personal training and attention 
that are so conducive to the formation of happy, healthy dis- 
positions. In two of the Belfast Schools for girls, on either side 
of the main block of building, are two or three cottage homes ; 
in each a small number of children live in family fashion, under 
the care and training of an experienced woman who is called the 
mother of the family. 

This system should he imitated as far as possible in other 
schools. 

I have drawn the attention of managers to every case where 
I observed defective sanitary arrangement, whether of sewerage, 
ventilation, light, or space accommodation, and in almost all 
eases I found them willing to remedy such defects. In many 
of them the necessary improvements have already been made. 

I paid special heed to the genera] appearance and health of the 
children. In this regard I found marked contrasts in the schools, 
due to many causes, viz.. — the constitutional character of the 
children, the care bestowed by the authorities in preserving and 
promoting their health by attention to their food, clothing, 
exercise, &c. 

In most of the schools I found the children well fed, well clad, 
bright, intelligent, healthy, and happy; in some, healthy looking, 
hut untidy, careless, and not clean; in others, dull, spiritless, 
ill-fed, ill-clad, subject to chilblains, stunted in growth of body 
and mind. 

In the latter class of schools, which, I am glad to say, are not 
numerous, I had evidence that the children were not properly fed 
and clad, and that their general physical condition was neglected. 
In some districts, owing to the unhealthy occupations of the 
parents, scrofula was very common, with the result that a large 
number of delicate children were to he found in the schools. 

The medical attendants, on the whole, discharged their duties 
well ; in many cases I found them most devoted to the care of the 
children. I am not satisfied, however, with the position they 
hold in their relation to the managers of schools. I think they 
should have a more independent position, and he in closer touch 
with the central authority. 

The sleeping and day rooms varied in character and accom- 
modation. Where I saw that improvements could be made I 
suggested such, and in many eases, although entailing structural 
alteration, they were willingly undertaken. 

The clothing and feeding varied with the character of the 
management, and were sometimes influenced by the state of the 
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finances. As regards these essential requirements I will be 
particular to see that a uniform standard be adopted below which 
no manager may be allowed to go. 

. m ?-tter of cleanliness of the inmates and their surround- 

ings I found varying degrees. 

In respect of the boys’ and girls’ schools oil this point, the 
latter show a decided superiority. The absence of female 
influence in the former accounts, no doubt, for the deficiency I 
observed. 3 

But in some of the girls’ as in most of the boys’ schools I 
. found a great deal to be desired on this head. The beds and 
sleeping apartments in some of these schools were most objection- 
able, and fleas abounded to a decidedly uncomfortable ‘degree, 
even, for the passing visitor j while their operations were in 
painful evidence on the necks and bodies of the children. 

In schools of this class most of the apartments bore evidence 
of the general carelessness and want of order and cleanliness 
that prevailed, and I invariably found the same characteristics 
stamped on the manager and assistants. I have given these 
managers very clearly and forcibly to understand that this 
state of tilings must not be allowed to go on, and that in future 
reports I will publish the names of such schools, with an accurate 
description of the condition in which I found them. The means 
of securing personal cleanliness varied in character and degree, 
from the daily bath that was practised in a few schools, to” the 
primitive method of personal ablution confined to an occasional 
dip in the adjacent sea or river, when .season and circumstances 
permitted. I have recommended that in all schools where the 
numbers warrant it, there should be a large plunge-bath capable 
of accommodating ten or twelve children at a time, in addition to 
the ordinary house baths, and that all should have a bath at least 
once a week, and their feet carefully washed every second day. 

In many schools the occupation of the inmates entails soiling 
of the face andhands; this does not apply to the feet, and children 
taught to quantise keeping the feet and toe nails scrupulously 
clean may be trusted to take care of their faces and hands. 

On the question of the religious and moral training bestowed 
ou the children, I feel satisfied that, both by precept and example, 
that sacred duty is efficiently and conscientiously discharged. 
This applies to all the schools without exception. 

I impress on managers the great importance I attach to the 
inculcation and encouragement of habits of truthfulness, industry, 
neatness, thoroughness, and cleanliness. To the cultivation of 
the latter virtue I ask them to devote special care, so that their 
children on leaving the schools may serve as object lessons in 
that respect, become apostles of cleanliness among their class, 
land thus assist in removing the reproach, that the want of 
it is oue of our national characteristics. 

I think on the whole the literary training bestowed on tliochild- 
ren very satisfactory. Had time permitted I should have liked to 
devote more attention to this subject. To carry out, however, a 
systematic examination of all the children in all the schools 
would be impossible for me, with the other important duties 

B 2 
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I have to perform. In the 82 schools that arc examined by the 
Inspectors of the National School Board, I felt satisfied from their 
returns that the Industrial School children were as well taught as 
the children under the National Board. 

While Industrial Schools have the advantage of being able tu 
secure the regular attendance ot the children, they have their 
drawback in getting in children at various ages, frequently with- 
out any literary training, and often dull and unreceptive. 

It is" admitted, I think, that the average Industrial Schoolchild 
is equal, if not superior, to the average National School child in 
literary acquirements. The schools adopt the National School or. 
Christian Brothers’ system of teaching. 

As regards literary training the instruction issued to managers 
of Industrial Schools is, — the scholastic instruction of the chil- 
dren shall be given for at least three hours daily, and shall consist 
of reading, spelling, writing and arithmetic, and, as far as 
practicable, the elements of history, geography, money matters, 
singing, and drawing. 

I found that, in three or four of the schools the children were 
backward, owing largely to want of competence on the part of the 
teaching staff. 

In many of the schools I found a high standard of literary 
acquirements, writing and drawing being particularly well taught. 

I am of opinion that the Industrial School child should receive 
as good a literary training as the National School child, but what 
I object to is the method of imparting it. 

I have watched the process frequently and observed, more 
especially in the case of the young and inexperienced teacher, the 
purely mechanical character of his work; there was no appeal to 
the intelligence and reason of the children ; it was simply a pro- 
cess of stuffing with words and sentences. This system of 
cramming unreceptive minds appeared to mo nut unlike forcing 
badly cooked food, into young and delicate stomachs incapable of 
digesting and assimilating it, and wo know that for want of 
proper selection and judicious administration of food one may 
starve in tire midst of plenty. 

I was impressed by the eagerness of managers to have their 
children primed with the exact quantity of knowledge required 
in their standard to secure a pass from the Inspector. I said to 
them that while it was very well to satisfy the Inspector, it was of 
much greater importance to educate the child, and I recommended 
them to make their methods of doing so more attractive, more 
practical, and, while imparting necessary knowledge, to consider 
that their principal aim should be to develop the intellectual and 
reasoning powers of the child. I should add that as in other 
things, I found marked contrasts in the schools with regard to 
the efficiency of the teachers and the results obtained. In many 
oi the. schools there is great need for a more intelligent and 
capable class of teacher. 

After the intelligent cultivation of the elementary subjects I 
attach great importance to object lessons, drawing, the elements 
of Irish and English history, of geography, and the cultivation 
of singing and national dances. 
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I have strongly recommended the adoption of the kinder- 
garten system. Its potency for training, in a pleasant and 
interesting way, the faculties of the child is only appreciated by 
those who arc thoroughly imbued with its philosophy, or have 
observed the beneficial results following its intelligent applica- 
tion; already in isolated cases its effects are apparent in the 
schools. I find the children who have had the benefit of such 
training to be head and shoulders above their less favoured 
companions in the easy intelligent way they get through both 
literary and industrial work, 

I tell managers to pay great attention to this subject and to 
devote to its teaching the best talent and intelligence they possess. 

Regarding the industrial training carried on in the schools, I 
found it varying in degrees of efficiency, followed by the corres- 
ponding results. In one school I found a lad thirteen years of 
age who had been seven years an inmate, and for six of these his 
industrial training consisted in knitting stockings. 

On the whole I was surprised to find the primitive methods 
used in the teaching and practice of some of the industrial 
occupations. Some of the schools are awakening to the necessity 
of adopting the newest methods and appliances, so as to keep 
pace with the present march of improvement. I pointed out 
to managers that if they want to bo “ up to date,” they must 
place at the head of each department a competent instructor, 
one who has had a technical training, who should impart all 
useful information bearing on his trade, teach the principles 
underlying it, and see them carried out in practice. In 
this way he would give the lads under hiru a chance not 
only of becoming competent hut intelligent workmen. At pre- 
sent the children are machines wound up to do a certain amount 
of work in a certain time, knowing very little of the principles 
underlying it, or the nature of the materials used in it. I recently 
asked a class of boys engaged in a difficult parsing lesson what 
leather was made from, and to explai nthe process used in making it. 
All answered the first part ; the second staggered them ; one lad, 
however, confidently answered “ tanning.” I asked how was the 
tanning done ; his reply was, “ You put it in a hole and wallop it 
with a stick.” This lad was going to he a shoemaker. It is a com- 
mon experience to get equally absurd answers on other subjects. 

The schools profess to teach boys to be shoemakers, tailors, 
bakers, carpenters, painters, blacksmiths, harness-makers, gar- 
deners, farm labourers, indoor servants ; and the girls to be general 
servants, housemaids, laundresses, cooks, dairymaids, dressmakers. 

I have advised managers to utilize the means they have at 
present more to the childrens’ advantage than heretofore, by 
getting the heads of eacli department to convey what general 
knowledge they possess on their special subjects, by a course of 
lectures or set of instructive conversations; but to consider this 
only as a step on the way to securing technically trained teachers. 

In a few of the schools such teachers are employed, young men 
and girls, former inmates of the schools who obtained their certifi- 
cates” after a course of training. The departments presided over 
by them give the greatest satisfaction. 
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III. — Disposal Stage. 

The question how best to dispose of children, after their 
period ot' training at. great expense to the general and local tax- 
payer, is a most important one. The usual practice is to send them 
to some form of employment, or else they return to friends, 
emigrate, go to sea, or enlist. 

The history of the children after their discharge is on the 
whole a gratifying and hopeful one. Their success in life depends 
to a great extent on the training they have received during their 
detention ; and the worth of the schools will be valued according 
to the article they produce. 

The great aim of managers then should he to train then.' 
children in such a way, that, when leaving school, if not able to do 
a man’s or a woman’s work, they would he so well prepared, so 
intelligently educated in literary and industrial work, that only 
a little time and experience would he required to shape them into 
good craftsmen and skilled workers. 

With this object in view the following points should command 
their most careful attention: — 

I. Every care to he given to the health and physical 
development of the children. 

II. To cultivate the moral character by inculcating principles 
of truth, honesty, industry, thrift, and to insist on habits of neat- 
ness and cleanliness of person and environment. 

HI. To see that they are able to read intelligibly and intelli- 
gently, to write a sensible well formed letter on a subject 
connected with the industrial pursuit they mean to follow, to 
possess a good knowledge of the four rules of arithmetic, to keep 
house accounts, and especially to be quick at mental arithmetic. 

17. In the case of boys, to see that they get special training 
and instruction in the practice and principles underlying then- 
work, if possible by a technically trained teacher, so that they 
may become intelligent as well as deft craftsmen. Drawing to 
be taught as a matter of course to both boys and girls. 

V. Every girl who had passed a reasonable period in school 
should, at fifteen, but without excuse at sixteen, know how to 
keep a small house, in a neat, orderly way, understand the 
elements of hygiene as regards ventilation, cleanliness, sewerage, 
cess pits, &c., be able to attend to lamps and gas, know how 
to purchase with econony'' the weekly requirements of an artisan’s 
household, cook Ins dinner properly, do the washing for the 
household, and cut out and make all her own clothes. 

VI. Managers, whore they find a boy or a girl showing a 
special aptitude for a special calling, whether literary, scientific, 
artistic, &c., should cultivate it to the highest degree that 
circumstances will permit, provided always there is a reasonable 
prospect of the child making a respectable living by it. 

To dispose of girls in a satisfactory manner is a more difficult 
problem than in the case of boys. There is a greater demand 
lor boy labour, especially skilled labour ; and the boy is also able 
to rough it through life’s beginning with less fear of baneful 
consequences. 
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There are over 4,500 girls in .Industrial Schools in Ireland, 
4,101 of whom are entirely under the care of religious orders. 
These children are brought up in an atmosphere of religion, 
carefully guarded from the slightest breath of worldly wicked- 
ness; their moral natures are developed to a high degree of 
sensitiveness; and their knowledge of, and relationship with, 
life outside the convent walls is of the slenderest kind. After 
periods of detention varying from tenor twelve years downwards, 
and having obtained more or less perfectly a knowledge of some 
trade or occupation, as soon as they arrive at the age of sixteen 
they are suddenly sent out on the world, free from control, 
simple, well-meaning, pious fools, to begin the struggle for life 
amidst surroundings diametrically opposite to those they left 
but a moment before. Fortunately for the majority, the Sisters, 
always anxious for the best interests of the children, manage 
to secure places for them in families where good influences pre- 
vail, and where they will be safe while becoming acclimatised to 
the new conditions of life under which they have now to live. 
There are many others not so fortunate — those who go to friends, 
and those who have no friends to go to. Returning to friends, as 
a rule, is not the best thing for them to do, and some sad cases 
have come to my knowledge of young girls who, going back 
to bad home surroundings, fell away through sheer innocence 
and want of worldly experience. 

Managers are painfully conscious of this weak link between 
the period of training and that of secured success for the 
child in after life, and are most anxious for assistance and light 
on this point. 

As a means of remedying this defect I have suggested that in 
their training and general management of the children, the 
element of worldliness should enter to a larger degree than it 
does at present, that the elder ones taken out of leading strings 
should be placed in positions of trust and responsibility, sent out 
on messages, and be brought as much as possible in contact with 
the world and its ways. 

I vive them a model for their guidance in the training of the 
children— a girl about twelve years of age, daughter of a 
hard-working, honest artisan, and an industrious, cleanly, 
thrifty mother. This child gets a good elementary education 
in the National school, assists her mother in her household 
work, minds the baby, goes down the town to buy some household 
requisites, chats and plays with her young companions of both 
sexes, and grows up a useful respectable member of the ehtss 
to which she belongs. 

As an instance of their utter ignorance concerning household 
management, I asked one of the older girls in a school to tell 
me what she would get for a dinner for herself and a brother 
for whom she had to keep house on fifteen shillings a week. 
She answered 2 lbs. of steak and a tart. Another girl of a 
more generous nature said a leg of mutton and the inevitable 
tart. I found all girls learning cookery very well made up on 
the manufacture of tarts. 
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In order to enable them to get some idea of the value of 
money, and the various requirements of a small household, as 
well as some conception of the conditions under which many 
of them will soon have to live, I have asked managers to 
establish a system of shop-keeping in the schools to be conducted 
somewhat as follows : — A room near the kitchen with counter 
and shelves to be set apart for the purpose and supplied with 
every commodity to be found in a general shop in a village, 
perishable and costly articles to be kept in dummy, shopping to 
be confined to girls over thirteen years of age Two or three 
of the advanced girls, called shop-keepers, are to take stock 
and keep the books. Four to six girls are to act as assistants, 
whose duty will be to weigh things, make up parcels, folding 
them neatly, label and place them in order on the shelves. 
A certain number of girls as housekeepers will he supplied with 
pass hooks and money to procure the weekly necessaries 
according to the pay of the wage earner, some receiving 15s., a 
week, some 2(Js., &c. After purchasing the goods, paying for 
them, and entering the amount in their pass books, they are to 
bring all to the superintendent of this department, who will 
check the books, point out the mistakes, and generally advise 
and instruct them on this matter. In this way they would got 
to realise the value of money, the difficulty there is of making 
the two ends meet, and the necessity there is for economy and 
thrift in the household. 

They should pay occasional visits to die shops of the town or 
village, have more frequent and less formal excursions outside 
the school precincts. Such experiences, by keeping them more 
in toucli with the outside world, will give them self-confidence, 
harden their moral epidermis, and tend to render them as 
far as possible proof against the trials and temptations before 
them. 

Another great assistance to managers would be to give them 
control over children fur at least two years after their discharge. 
In the Industrial Schools Amendment Act (England), 1894, 
provisions were introduced with a view to further protecting 
children after the term of their detention had expired, by which 
managers obtained supervision over them for a period of two 
years after their discharge, or until they attained the age of 
eighteen years. If these could be applied to our Irish Industrial 
Schools it would be a great boon, and if a similar power were 
given to managers of ILformatory Schools, it would do much 
good by saving many who now, from ignorance or inexperience, 
drift hack to their evil ways. 

The custom of establishing homes where, after discharge, 
unemployed children, or those engaged at work and have no 
friends, may lodge on payment of a small weekly sum, cannot be 
too highly commended. In Dublin there is the Gordon Home 
for boys, in connection with the “ Meath” Industrial School, Black- 
roek, and in Limerick and Cork there are homes for girls in 
connection with the schools in charge of the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd. These are most useful institutions, and it would be 
well if they were more numerous. 
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It would be very desirable if a more active interest were shown 
on the part of the public, more especially the educated and 
leisured portion of it, in Industrial School children. Visits to 
these schools will not only repay them for the time spent there, but 
will be a benefit and a pleasure to the children who like to see 
new laces, and are keenly appreciative of kindly interest taken 
in them. It may also assist in removing any impression that may 
exist among them that they are a despised and a neglected class. 

As I have already mentioned, 1 found many of the schools very 
much behind the times, not for want of a desire on the part of 
managers to do the best they could for the children, hut simply 
because they were out of touch with the energetic workers in the 
large centres, and it occurred to me, and I suggested it to some, 
that it would bo well if at stated periods, say every year, or every 
second year, a conference of managers would ho held in Dublin 
to consider important questions generally affecting the schools, 
and if this was not practicable, then some other way should be 
found by which the same object could he attained. 

While I have <1 rawn your attention in the foregoing remarks 
mainly to the shortcomings I observed, and to my suggestions for 
their improvement, I feel I would not be doing my duty if I did 
not take this opportunity of expressing my high appreciation of 
the good work and the good intentions of the managers of all the 
schools. In many of them I found nothing hut what was worthy 
of praise, and in all I was received with a kindness and courtesy 
that was most grateful to me. 

In conclusion, I have to report the retirement on pension of 
Mr. Luscombe, who, with great advantage to the Department, 
held the post of Chief Clerk for thirty-seven years. The loss 
to lire, just four weeks after my appointment, of such an 
able and experienced guide was much felt, and although his 
work has been well performed by Air. Moore (ably assisted by 
the two temporary clerks, Mr. Langran and Mr. O’Dea), who, 
since his retirement, has been doing the double duties of senior 
and junior clerk, I feel the pressing need there is for not only 
filling his place, but for an increase to my staff, so as to enable 
me to administer with more efficiency a Department that 
lias the charge of over 9,000 children placed in seventy-seven 
schools scattered over the country, from the extreme north to 
the extreme south, and on whose maintenance is spent annually 
upwards of £180,000.
